History of Parry 
McCluer 


The first school house in Buena Vista was also the first church. The building 
was used for teaching purposes from 1885 to 1890. The two-room building that 
opened in 1890 was already overcrowded by April of the same year. That same 
year the town council voted $5,000 to be used to build a new school house. This 
new building with four rooms was to be built near the one already standing. The 
addition to the school opened in October of 1890. Buena Vista began operating its 
own school system in 1895. A new high school was completed in January of 1924, 
at a cost of $90,000. The building was dedicated April 22, 1924, and bore the name 
Parry McCluer High School. The school name will be carried over to the new high 
school in the fall of 2001.

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Man Behind the Scenes 


Parry McCluer graduated in 1870 from Washington College, later known as 
Washington and Lee. After teaching in Natural Bridge, McCluer left his job there 
and brought his wife and daughter with him to Buena Vista. He was the principal of 
the new school of Buena Vista and later became the town’s first 
superintendent. McCluer remained superintendent until his illness in 1923, fol- 
lowed by his death on the 8th of September, 1924. Parry McCluer’s career in Buena 


Vista lasted almost 34 years.
